to get acquainted with, then quarrel 
with .and to hate bitterly. Knowing 
no Japanese, we could not even talk 
with those on the outside. 


I must say in behalf of the natives 


on (he prison island that they were 
kindly, and many offered to become 
bondsmen for release of captives from 
close 
confinement, 
but 
everywhere 


Japan's stern military 
rule resisted 
amelioration. 


We appealed for labor and pleasant 
tasks. They wore refused. We asked 
to be allowed to leave Ihe camp for 
walks In the fields. We were told that 
the natives objected to our treading 
their rice fields. Our money, what lit- 
tle we had, was taken from us when 
liquor was served to the men. scores 
of whom, with nothing to do, spent 
their all for alcohol and forffelfulness. 
only to pay a greater price in sickness 
and death. 


The Japanese guards told us that 


this was the first time Japanese ever 
had while men for prisoners, and they 
had instructions to allow us no liber- 
ties. 


The natives organized excursions to 


come out and look at us—the Mikado's 
prisoners. 
Mean. Petty Trick» 


The militarism of Ihe army was re- 


flected not in great ways but In mean, 
petty tricks that annoyed and made the 
men desperate. Litle plants and vines 
we had planted were tern up; little 
drawings and toys destroyed with Im- 
placable calmness. 


For a year I have been slowly regain- 


ing rny strength In Japan, where, after 
my release, the Japanese people were 
very kind. I cannot blame the people.

TREATY WITH GERMANY 


Congress having passed the peace 


resolution, there is now a state of tech- 
nical peace with Germany. But tech- 
nical peace and actual peace are two 
entirely different things. Next there 
must be a treaty with Germany, con- 
firming the peace and stating In terrm 
the basis of the future relationship be- 
tween the two countries. 


In the making of this treaty, con- 


gress has nothing whatever to do. It 
Is particularly and exclusively Presi- 
dent Hardlng's business, although be- 
fore the treaty becomes operative 
it 


must be ratified by the senate. 


There Is a drive on to have the Uni- 


ted States accept the Versailles treaty 
without the League of Nations feature^ 
but any such proposition would arouse 
anew all the old fight over the covenant 
features which cannot be dissociated 
from the text- Tt is hinted that Secre- 
tary Hughes with the president and Mr. 
Hoover Is trying to find a way of ac- 
cepting the treaty In a modified form;

SAN FRAN-CrSCO, July 8.—Henry 


Von Rledelsieln. who lells the follow- 
ing; vivid personal atory of experiences 
which befell Hie 'first while soldiers 
ever held captive hy [he brown," is a 
distinguished 
Hungarian artist and 


was lieutenant of the Gorman forces at 
Tfilnfftau, China, when captured during 
the Japanese occupation In (he world 
war. Together with 5000 fellow cap- 
tives, he \vas held five years In Japa- 
nese military prison camps. 


BY HENRY VON1 RIEDELSTE1N 
I cannot but suggest rather than re- 


veal the whole story of my imprison- 
ment in a Japanese war camp, In these 
brief sentences. 


There 
was some sickness, much 


drinking in 
the camp, and-eighteen 


suicides among the 1000 men crowded 
together, with an exercise ground no 


larger than four tennis courts. 
For 


five years we stayed there, not permit- 
ted to leave the camp, surrounded by 
poor sanitation and lacking both em- 
ployment for hand and mind and exer- 
cise for our bodies. 
Hated Each Other 


For live years I slept and ate In a 


room ten feet square with eight others. 


We were happy at first In the ex- 


pectation of a German triumph! 
But the months grew. and how we 


hated each 'other! 'Indifference, then 
despair, then hatred. The only relief 
camo when death took three of the men 
In our room and we had new persona 
to get acquainted with, then quarrel 
with ,and to hate bitterly. Knowing 
no Japanese, 
we could not even talk 


with those on the outside. 


I must say in behalf of the natives 


on the prison island that they were 
kindly, and many offered to become 
bondsmen for release of captives from 
close 
confinement, but everywhere 


Japan's stern- military rule resisted 
amelioration. 


We appealed for labor and pleasant 


tasks. They were refused. We asked 
to be allowed to leave the camp tor 
walks In the fields. \Ve were told th.it 
the natives objected to our treading 
their rice fields. Our money, what lit- 
tle we had. was taken from us when 
liquor was served to the men. scores 
of whom, with nothing to do. spent 
their all for alcohol and-forgetfulness. 
only to pay a greater price In sickness 
and death. 


The Japanese guards told us that 


this was the first time Japanese ever 
had white men for prisoners, and they 
had Instructions to allow us no liber- 
ties. 


The-natives organized excursions to 


come out and look at us—the Mikado's 
prisoners. 
M.an, P«tty Tri6k« 


The militarism of the army was re- 


flected not In great ways but In mean, 
petty tricks that annoyed and made the 
men desperate. Lille plants and vines 
we had planted were torn up; little 
drawings and toys destroyed with im- 
placable calmness. 


For a year I have been slowly'regaln- 


ing my strength in Japan, where, after 
my release, the Japanese people were 
very kind. I cannot blame the people.

85 miles off N'antucket lightship which 
surveyed the freighter for a time and 
shot away into the darkness without 
revealing her Identity after those on 
board had apparently satisfied them- 
selves that ;he Munalbro was without 
cargo and therefore not worth molest- 
ing when worth-while prizes were to 
•be had. 


Officials of ihe Una admitted yes- 


terday that they had been trying un- 
sncceEEfully far two days to establish 
communication with the Callao. While 
they scouted the Idea that failure to 
locate her might be attributed to op- 
erations of pirates off the coasyt, stat- 
ing that "atmospheric conditions may 
be responsible or that the steamer'9 
Apparatus may have become disabled, 
the underlying rear is that something 
has happened to the vessel.

U behooves the American public to de- 
velop seriously some art whlcli Is 100 


per cent American and of which the 
need not be ashamed. Oiher art? ma 
be imported but the art of American 
speech is entirely- a home product.

Perkins.
